At the end of the game, the 
total scores of the partners are compared with the total 
scores of the opposition. The gin rurrjny games at the 
Friar’s Club arc played frojr. a $1.00 a point on up. It is 
believed that the individual in the "peephole" transmits 
information to the partner that he is assisting by telling 
him v;hat cards to discard. The players who are being 
assisted by the individual in the ’^peephole" v:ill place the 
card that intends to di scal'd on the right, and if this 
is not the proper discard, he will receive a signal from, 
the individuc 1 in the "peephole" . The player vjill then move 
another card to the right and this procedure follows until 
he has the proper discard. Vlhen it is impossible for the 
individual in the "peephole" to observe his partner's cards, 
he v/ill transmit a signal telling what pairs the opposition 
holds. He transmits this signal by a pre-arranged code 
indicating that one signal is for Kings, two for a .pair 
of queens, etc.
